Yamén’s memorial about Foreign in- 
tercourse, which we published last 
week, the frank admission that Chi- 
nese high officials have always kept 
aloof, and have done so in obedience to 
the Book of Rites, which prescribes 
that officials have no intercourse with 
Foreigners. It is much to induce a 
Chinaman to admit that circumstances 
have so changed that even a prescription 
in the Classics is no longer strictly 
applicable. The non possumus of Pius 
IX. is as nothing compared to the | 
Chinese impossibility of breaking 





with the maxims of the past. It 
is much, therefore, to have the | 
memorialists admit that “The cir-; 


cumstances of the past aud present 
time are nob the same.” But their 
conclusion is drawn with » hesitancy 
and reservation thoroughly character. 
istic of Chinese concessions. “Though 
it is not possible to treat Foreign En- 
voys in every way as they are treated 
in Foreign states, Eastern or Western, 
still it does not for all that appear 
necessary that there should be no inter- 
course with them whatever.” Yon can 
hardly expect a man having a tooth 
drawn against his will to pretend to 
like it, and to feel gratitude and 
affection for the operator. But when 
once he has made up his mind that it is 
easier to have it out at once, than to be 
ainfully coerced, he may as well let 
it come freely as writhe in futile hopo 
of spoiling the operation. But the 
Teung-li Yamén give 2 metaphorical 
slap in the face to the operator, while 
submitting to the operation, Whab 
hindrance is there to Foreigners 
being treated in China as they aro 
treated in Foreign states, except tho 
intolerable conceit of the Chinese Man- 
darin, who tries to cling to the 
haughty dictum of tho “Li Ki,” while 
acknowledging that it is a maxim of 
tho past? It remains to be seen how 
far, in practice, the Ohineso Ministers 
of State will give effect to, or try to 
neutralize, the concession. The latter 
alternative will be consistent with their 
traditions, and in reserving the point 
of étiquette to be observed, they have 
weapon which may be made ob- 
structive with skilful manipalation, As 
we said before, we can hardly expect 
them to like concessions antagon- 
istic to their cherished traditions ; 
bat that is no reason why we shocld 
allow them to evade the terms; and we 
hope Mr. Wade will exact the uttermost 
farthing in this matter as well as in 
others, before relaxing his pressure, 
‘The memorial yields much. It con. 
fesses that there are such beings ns 
Foreigners, and that they have officials 
of rank, in China, It concedes even 
that these officials are entitled to have 
intercourse with the Chinese Ministers 


of State. But it makes the admission 
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in language which irritates us the 
more we read it. There is a latent 
insolence, both in the concession and 
the reserve, of the sentence we have 
quoted. Tho Book of Rites goes 
a little too far in prohibiting intercourse 
altogether; still Foreigners cannot 
expect to be treated in China as they 
aro elsewhere; cannot expect the Great 
Ministers of the Solitary Monarch to 
show them the condescension they expect 
from their equals in the petty outside 
kingdoms! Tho sentiment suggests 
itself as clearly as if it were written. 
Bat we expect that there is no ob- 
stacle to intercourse being carried on, 
on @ proper footing, other than the 
intolerable conceit of the Mandarins ; 
and we trust that Mr. Wade has 
given thom to understand, once for 
all, that we will haye no more of it. 
We know all about the irritation that 
will be caused among the literati, and 
the disaffection that will be evoked 
toward a Government making such 
concessions. ‘That is a card the Man- 
daring always play, when any derogation 
from their assumed suporiority is in 
question. But it has been flaunted so 
often that we are getting to look upon 
it with somewhat of the contempt which 
familiarity is supposed to engender; 
and in any case are indisposed to 
sustain a lie to our own detriment, 
and for their especial behoof. As 
a matter of fact, their assumed 
superiority is a sham, and if we damage 
their influence in destroying the 
sham, we shall benefit the Chinese 
people as well as ourselves. To make 
a few cracks in the superincumbent 
crust of the Mandarinate will be to 
admit light and air to the people, whom 
it is the object of their officials to 
keop in ignorance. “What is to 
become of us"—a certain official is 
reported to have said—"if we admit 
the position you claim?” It would be 








difficult to elicit n frauker confession of 
tho hollowness of the present condition.

It confirms 
the information we received on Thurs- 
day, that the causes which had delayed 
the journey of Messrs, Grosvenor and 
Baber to Yunnan have been at length 
removed. In regard to the welfare 
of British trade, Her Majesty’s Minister 
states that ho has insisted very earnestly 
upon the duty of more perfectly 
observing various treaty provisions, and 
has obtained from the Chinese Govern- 
ment an engagement that enquiry shall 
be made into the question of taxation 
of Foreign trade, and that a report should 
be prepared on which, if necessary, 
modification of existent conditions might 
be negociated. The views on this subject 
enunciated by Mr, Wade will bo read with 
interest, 

‘The Peking Gazette of tho 29th Soptem- 
ber contains a quaint report of a Liu-chiuan 
junk having drifted ashore on the Shantung 
promontory. Nothing extraordinary so far,

The Peking Gazette of the 28th Septem- 
ber contains an interesting memorial from 
the -Acting-Vicoroy of Nanking, with 
regard to lekin taxes.

aond it to the capital by sea, in charge of

Collectorates. But the Hoppo has been 
wiser in his generation than the Viceroy ; 
and the Governor-General, Governor and 
‘Taotai all unite in praising his administra- 
tion, and point to the great increase of 
Customs revenue as proof that the persons 
he emplosa “discharge their duty without 
connivance at contraband dealing for their 
own profit.”—Certainly not ; whatever 
accusation can be brought against the 
present Hoppo’s administration, it is not 
connivance “at contraband trade. It is 
rather outrageous oppression of legitimate 
trade, confiscation of ships and goods 
pursuing a lawful calling, and not justly 
liable to interference. 

‘An important notification to mariners in 
the China sea, has recently been issued by 
the Customs’ Engineer-in-Chief:—A 3 ont, 
Fog-bell has been fixed on the Serew-pile 
‘Tower recently erected near the “Lismore” 
wreck (Yangtsze river, Shanghai district), 
which, in foggy weather, will be sounded 
at six second intervals; the temporary 
fixed Light now exhibited on Ockseu (Fou- 
chow district) Island, will shortly be re- 
placed by a First Order Revolving ove, 
showing white flashes at one minute inter- 
vale; the works on ‘Tsing-seu and Fisher 
Island (Amoy and Takow districts), are 
now nearly completed, and the Lights will 
shortly be exhibited, —This notice affects: — 
Notices to Mariners Nos. 34, 42, 43 and 
48, and the 1875 Admiralty List of Lights 
for China, No. 164.

Itis hoped that 
she will float as soon as the accelerated 
pumping power is brought to bear—three- 
fourths of the hull being perfectly sound, 

‘Tho British iron-clad Audacious, arrived 
at Woosung yesterday from Chefoo, An- 
other British man-of-war, name not ascer- 
tained, was aleo signalled. 

‘The British barque England, from Singa- 
pore to Shanghai, has been lost on the 
const of Formosa, 60 miles south of Tam- 
sui, The. 8, Hailoong had brought in 
the shipwrecked crew to Amoy, all lives 
being saved. 

‘The Courier says a private tologram was 
received here yesterday, stating that the 
P. BL S. 8. Co. has gold out on the Japan 
line to the Mitsu Bishi Company,—and 
believes it may bo relied on, though 
nothing is known about the terms and 
particulars of sale. 

Weare happy to learn from Pexina that 
the last difficulty which has delayed 
the despatch of the mission of enquiry 
to Yunnan has been remored, and that 
Meeors, Grosvenor and Baber aro likely 
to proceed in the course of the next week 
or two, on their journey. ‘Tho details of the 
understanding arrived at between Mr, 
Wade and the Chinese Government have 
not yet become public, but it ix understood 
that the points insisted upon have been 
satisfactorily obtained—not without some 
pressure on tho part of the Governor. 
General Li Hung-chang, it is shrowdly 
suspected. ‘The necessity for a withdrawal 
of the British Legation from Peking, which 
at one time seemed imminent, has, as a 
matter of course, now disappeared. A 
further Imperial Decree on Treaty rights 
and foroign relations was published in the 
Peking Gazette of tho 9th inst, a tranala- 
tion of which we publish elsewhere, ‘The 
Decree contains explicit reference to the 
Yunuan outrage, and to Li Han-chang’s 
commission on the subject. We also print

‘THE SITUATION. 
Arrains in the North appear to have 
been brought to a satisfactory con- 
clusion for the present, so we assume 
the Chinese have conceded the demands 
of the English Government including 
promise of atonement for the Yunnan 
outrage. Me-srs. Grosvenor and Baber 
are to start for Yunnan on Saturday, 
to take their share in the work of 
investigation ; and the punishment of 
Margary’s marder will remain to be 
exacted in fact, as we presume it has 
been accorded in principle, after their 
roport. What authentic news we have 
yet obtained, goes to show that the 
fragmentary and somewhat dis 
sketches of Mr. Wade's programme 
which have appeared from time to time 
in our columns, were substantially cor- 
rect, though of course disfigured by 
some inaccurate limning. There is no 
doubt matters had approached very 
near a crisis when the Chinese gave 
way on the point of intercourse between 
Foreign Ambassadors and their own 
ters of State, in the edict we 
published last week. There is equally 
little doubt that much still remained to 
bo settled; and even yot, we can only 
regard tho settlement as provisional till 
the Yunnan outrage has been atoned. 
It will be long probably bofore details of 
tho lato negoviations will find publicity ; 
so long that interest in the details will 
have almost passed away ; yet weimagine 
that they will form a singularly interest- 
ing chapter in our relations with China, 
and certainly, if carried out to a firm 
conclusion, will very materially improve 
the conditions of our intercourse. Noth- 
ing could well have been more unsati: 
factory than the tenor of our relations 
during late years. Encroachment on 
treaty stipulations and insolence of 
bearing have been tolerated till it seemed 
impossible our ground could be re- 
covered without war. If Her Majesty's 
Minister succeed in regaining our 
lost prestige aud replacing his country. 
men on a better footing, without 
resort to that last argament, he will 
go far to obliterate the memory of 
nuiny previous regrets. Wat is always 
deplorable, however inevitable; and if 
the prospect was confronted without 
regret—possibly even with some satis- 
fuction—by a majority of Foreigners 
in China, it was because a feeling 
of almost intolerable irritation had been 
engendered by the impolicy of recent 
years, and because it seemed impossible 
to re-assert,, without war, the position 
conquered in 1858, which we seemed to 
have been steadily losing. Still, as 
we said before, war is always deplor- 
able, and one effect of it in the present 
instance would be to increase the 

cuniary embarrassments of the Chinese, 
and to render it less easy for them to 
abandon the illegal taxes which so 
greatly hamper trade, It will there. 
fore be a cause for satisfaction if the 
necessary readjustment of our relations 




















can be attained without war; and the 
appreciation of Mr. Wade's firmness, in 
the event of success, will be as great as 
will be the disappointment if it is 
found an incomplete settlement has 
been admitted in order to avoid a 
rapture, From what we gather, how. 
ever, from England and from Peking, 
there seems reason to hope that a settle- 
ment in full is being strictly required ; 
and the news that Burmah has con- 
sented to the passage of an armed 
escort with the next expedition, seems 
to show that India is working steadily 
towards the same end. Still, as we 
wrote some weeks ago, it will be 
premature for months hence to pro- 
nounce the settlement a success, even 
if all the terms wo require are 
conceded by the Chinese on paper. We 
have had experience enough of their 
capacity for sbirking the honest ful- 
fillment of conditions to which they 
have given a nominal assent. It will 
not be till we have found the various 
concessions in practical operation, that 
we shall be able to congratulate our- 
selves on having mended matters during 
our present opportunity. Above all, it 
will not be till the murderers of Mar- 
gary have beon fitly punished, that we 
can consider the prime object of the 
recent negociations has been at all fal- 
filled. It is now more than cight 
months since news of his untimely 
death startled and angered his country- 
men wherever the report was heard. 
It is only eight months after, that we 
find at last the British officers appointed 
to investigate the crime are about start- 
ing for Yunnan. Something is always 
lost with Orientals, by delay under 
such conditions. However much they 
may be brought to understand the 
justice which is far-reaching, they 
appreciate better that which is prompt; 
and we do not ceuse to regret that 
energetic measures were not at once 
taken from the Indinn side, to prosecute 
the enquiry and secure the punishment 
of the guilty in the beginning of 
the year. The delay, however, will 
be forgiven, if the punishment inflicted 
be at last far-reaching and complete. 
Whatever has been lust by delay will 
be more than compensated by the 
avoidance of war, if the end is at last 
successfully attained. War would be 
willingly faced, but would be more 
willingly avoided—if our terms are 
fully conceded without it. 














EXACTIONS ON 
Tr used to be the custom in the days of 
Sir Frederick Bruce aud Sir Rather- 
ford Alcock, to represent the British 
Merchant in China as an individual con- 
tinually fulminating threats of bloody 
retribution, and eager on every side to 
light up the embers of war. We do 
not know that the disposition of the 
average Merchant bas altered since that 
time ; but it is certainly noticeable that, 
during the present crisis, there has, 
amongst the mercantile community, beeu 
a general absence of any desire for 








war on its own account. ‘The Foreign 
communities in China have been 50 
often misrepresented, and their just 
complaints misstated, that it is only 
fair and reasonable that this statement 
of the condition of public feeling should 
be taken into account. In point of 
fact, the Merchants, as a body, would 
deprecate a war undertaken before 
every conciliatory measure had failed. 
At the same time, they have had no 
hesitation in stating their opinion that, 
of two evils, that of war might possibly 
be the less, The measures adopted by 
the Chinese to recoup themselves for 
the expenses of the last war, and in an 
evil moment sanctioned by the repre- 
sentatives of the British Government, 
arenot reassuring as to what might bethe 
result of another successful campaign. 
Viewed economically, it is uncertain even 
that the finances of Great Britain were 
really advantaged by the amount of 
indemnity paid by the Chinese Govern- 
ment. It is notorious that these pay- 
ments were made from the revenues 
derived from our own trade, and that 
the British Minister, Sir Frederick 
Bruce, permitted encroachments to 
be made on treaty rights which have 
ever sinco weighed with an almost 
insuperable pressure on the develop- 
ment of our trade with Obina, 
Doubtless Sir Frederick Bruce thought 
that, in yielding to the temptation 
induced by the momentary pressure of 
circumstances, he would still be ina 
position to check, when necessary, the 
downward movement. It is, however, 
often the first false step that deter- 
mines the result, and the admissions 
made by the British Minister have 
since been steadily adopted and carried 
out by the Chinese Government. The 
indemnity has long ago been paid; the 
‘Taiping rebellion long ago extinguished; 
but the bardens on trade permitted in 
an evil moment, still continue in full 
force and vigour. ‘This, however, forms 
but one of the reasons why the com- 
munities in China have not been 
War in fact may 
inetly described as the antag- 
ic element to trade, and this rule 
is as true in China as elsewhere, It is 
probable that the absurd picture of the 
British Merchant in China with a 
pistol in one hand aud a piece of shirt. 
ings in the otber, has ceased to scare 
the ordinary British official; and that 
those entrusted wi uterests have 
learned that the ordinary merebant has 
sense enough to perceive that his success 
in business depends maiuly on the 
good understanding he has been able 
to cultivate with his constituents, Of 
course there are always men who find 
it their interest to fish in troubled 
waters, but the ordinary merchant is 
not of this type; and the more essen- 
tially mercantile a community becomes, 
the less likely is it to provoke warlike 
measures. Still there are conditions 
worse than war, as there are states 
of the atmosphere when a thunder. 
storm is a godsend ; and into this con- 
dition our relations with China had

dition. It is not to be denied tix 
the portion of Mr. Wade's mexico 
randum which relates to taxation, 
has been read with- disappointment. 
People said it is only another promise, 
which the Chinese are as likely to 
break as former ones; and the project 
of a report on taxation will only tend 
to delay remedying a state of things 
that is patent to every merchant in 
China, Neither do we understand the 
necessity of requiring the joint action 
of other powers towards improving 
our mercantile relations. A country 
which, with hee colonies, absorbs 
seven-eighths of the whole Foreign 
trade of China, may well act independ- 
ently; and foreign nations are not 
likely to refuse nuy advantages we can 
obtain, in the future, more than they 
have done in the past, Still it must not 
be forgotten thi+ Mr. Wade is tram- 
melled by the “ reticences of tke Diplo- 
matic Service” to which the Times 
alludes in an article we reprint else- 
where, Ib may be that he has really sac- 
ceeded in impressing on the Chinese, at 
last, that we will not stand the illegal 
exactions which have been levied right 
and left on our trade; and the pro- 
mise that he is prepared to carry out 
the stipulations of former treaties is, 
s0 far as it goes, satisfactory. ‘The 
plain stipulations of those treaties are 
in their main poiuts sutisfactory to the 
mercantile body, thongh people do 
think the time bas arrived when addi- 
tional freedom of Trade should be bad. 
It is the subsequent gloss and attempts 
at explaining away these plain stipala~ 
tions, which have brought affairs to the 
present crisis. 





GOLD N JAPAN. 


Owe of the most prevalent ideas with 
regard to Japan, when first opened to 
Foreign trade, was that it was a land 
teeming with gold mines, as well as 
rich in the possession of other valuable 
metallic ores. The experience we now 
have of its productions scarcely bears 
out this idea. The complete isolation 
of Japan from the rest of the world 
had permitted a different relative value 
for gold and silver to prevail, from that 
which had become normal in the rest of 
the world. Gold did exist to some 
extent in the country; while for silver 
it had to depend mainly on the old 
stocks of bullion remaining when it was 
finally closed to Foreign intercourse, so 
that silver assumed an artificial value 
rather than that gold was chesper than 
elsewhere. The result of this position 
of affairs was what might naturally have 
been anticipated; and a complete re- 
volution in the currency was not 
effected without grave danger to the 
Empire at large, as well as much

possesses a staff of professors, and has 
Seen availing itself of the services of 
3. Monroe, the professor of geology 
and vnineralogy, in investigating the 
gol¢ ;-roducing capabilities of the island 
of Yeo, The result has been dis- 
appointvag to those who looked forward 
to any ia:ge development of the produce 
of the precious metals. The richest 
district was that of Toshibetsu, situated 
at the head waters of the Toshi river, dis. 
charging into the sea on the Western 
coast of the Southeru portion of the 
island. Even this district showed but 
an unpromising turn out, the value of 
the gold to be extracted from a cubic 
yard of gravel amounting to but 59 
cents. The gravel occurs in terraces 
along the bauks of the river, the upper 
terraces being generally at a consider. 
able height above the stream level. The 
gravel is in no great thickness, and 
the different terraces seem to point to 
deposition at different epochs. To ex- 
tract the gold from these auriferous 
gravels, the Japanese have worked out 
a system of their own, which Mr. 
‘Monroe reports as cheap, simple and 
effective. After washing the gravel 
in ditches dug out for the purpose, 
the residue is collected and washed 
on mats which collect the particles 
of gold. By various methods of 
manipulation, a sufficient amount is 
collected together, and then finally 
washed off in a wooden dish, where 
eventually the lighter particles are se- 
parated from the gold by blowing. 
In California, the poorest gravels which 
ean be worked with an approach to 
profit contain from 5 to 10 cents’ 
worth of gold per cubic yard, according 
to the facilities afforded for working, 
so that the margin of possible profit 
even in these washings, in Japan, is 
infinitesimally small. Other reported 
goldfields yielded even a poorer return. 
Kudo gave but .175 cents per yard, 
Esashi under 14 cents, and Musa less 
than a cent. Musa has an historical 
interest. Some 670 years ago, the 
Japanese sent 2 force of 800 labourers 
to work the mines, the country 
being then in the hands of the 
aboriginal Ainos, After thirteen years 
of working, hostilities broke out, 
and the entire party was exter. 
minated. Mr. Monroe, from the 
results obtained daring his visit, cal- 
culated that the total value of the gold 
extracted during the period in question 
could not have amounted to more than 
35,2001, a poor. retura for the labour 
and risk. On the whole, there does 
not seem to exist any reasonable hope 
that Japan will take rank amongst 
gold producing countries. The whole 
of the east coast of Asia seems to con- 
tain deposits of gold-produciug rocks. 














poor in. an extreme degree. The 
native Chinese who can meke a live- 
Tihood from re-washing the deserted 
tailing of a Cslifornian or Australian 
washing, cannot keep body and soul 
together out of the prodaction 
of the auriferous Eolas of the’ bed 
of a Chinese stream. Japan, it would 
seem, is in this respect not uulike 
China, Both, however, contain depo- 
sits richer in their results, and more 
capable of developing an intelligent 
industry, in their rich deposits of coal 
and the more useful metallic ores 
‘We would like to see the small begin- 
ings already made, increase to a pro- 
fitable industry. 











‘THE COUNCIL AND THE TAOTAI. 
We have on several occasions pointed 
out the false position in which the 
Municipal Council permit their relations 
with the Chinese Authorities, "in the 
matter of Municipal finance, to remain, 
We have always deprecated the appli- 
cations of the Council to the local 
mandarins for funds to carry on Muni- 
cipal affairs; their inadvisability has 
been so frequently pointed out, that 
there seems to be no reason that can be 
adduced for their continuance, save and 
except that, at some former period, the 
Council put itself in the false position of 
becoming the recipient of subsidy from 
the Taotai. The amount of money 
received in commutation of Wharfago 
Dues from Chinese, is an instance not 
only of the evil consequences that may 
arise from a mistake formerly commit. 
ted, but also of that peculiar idea of 
separating individuals from their trade, 
which in an evil moment has been 
allowed to creep into our general 
relations with China. It would be 
amusing, were it not hurtful to our 
interests, to hear the Chinese and tho 
Municipal Council both complaining of 
the natural consequences of a false 
system, and holding forth on the de- 
pravity of human nature as exemplified 
in the working of the Transit. and 
Wharfage Dues collections. The Chinese 
Government complains to the Ministers 
at Peking of the iniquity of its subjects 
actually employing Foreigners to act as 
their agents, when by so doing they can 
readily escape severe exactions on their 
trade. The Municipal Council, with equal 
wisdom, groans under the sins of 
Foreigners who, in order to escape tho 
levy of Municipal dues, make out that 
their business is being carried out for 
Chinese. It is strange that neither 
side can see the plain state of the case, 
that in both instances it is the articles 
of commerce, not the factors, which are 
liable to taxation, and that no system 
which confounds the two, and draws 
distinctions between individuals, can 
ever be got to work without opening 
the door for grave abuses. What 
should we think of @ railway which 
should sort out its passengers on such 
a system? which should charge one 
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man, or class of men, at a tariff differing 
from that of other men, or other 


classes? Who in effect can be the 


inconvenience to the people. Of Inte| China, it is well known, possesses 
years, the Japanese Government has| many gold-bearing rocks.

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judge of those matters? Who is to 
judge to what class a man rightfully 
belongs, and whether he is entitled to 
travel at a cheaper rate than his neigh- 
bour? Yet this would be simplicity 
itself, compared with the questions 
every day raised by the admission of 
personal interest in mercantile matters. 
Jn every dealing in which a Foreigner 
may be engaged in China, he is more 
or less the representative of some 
Chinese merchant. If his goods are 
not actually sold, he hopes that they 
are in a fair way of being so. They 
may be bartered or disposed of on 
credit, or consigned, or purchased and 
not paid for, or in a thousand ‘and one 
other ways they may be connected with 
the trade of some Chinaman or Chinese 
hong. Yet here, under the very noses 
of 4 mercantile community, and by a 
Council composed in the main of 
mei le men, we find that such a 
method of collecting Wharfage Daes 
hax been arranged and carried on for 



















years, till nt Inst its natural resnlt, 
Which, owing to its incidence heing but 
slight on nlur article, was 








postponed, e3 itself to the xerions 
injury of Municipal revenue. We have 
always, however, on other and even 
stronger grounds, objected to this con- 
tribution from the Taotai. It has 
afforded the very handle necded to 
raise afl sorts of taxes within the 
Sottlemonts. ‘Tho ill-timed request of 
the Council to have the commutation 
raised, has brought this matter forward 
in a most unfavorable light. At a 
time when every Foreigner who has 
taken the trouble to study (he matter 
sees that, for the continuance of Muni- 
cipal government, some check to un- 
controlled taxation on the part of the 
Chineso officials is needed, we find tho 
Council making request which practi- 
cally amounts to yielding the wholo 
point at issue. No reasonable man 
can doubt that, if the Taotai has 
to agree to give Tacls ,000 per 
annum more, in the way of commutation 
for Chinese trade, he would contrive 
to extract far more than the Tls. 6,000 
from the Chinese trade in the place, 
Beonowically, no more extravagant 
system of raising a revenne could be 
devised, ‘he Municipal Council itself 
spends a large percentage on collection ; 
but its net receipts are large compared 
with what they would be under the 
Chinese system, ‘The plain state of the 
case lies in x unt-shell and, fortunately 
for the Council, the ‘laotai has exposed 
the weak point in his flank. The 
Taotai says that by his calculations 
the amount received by him annually 
iv the way of Wharfage Dues has 
not exceeded 5,000 to 6,000 tacls. If 
this is the case, it is manifestly 
unfair that, the Council should demand 
more from him than he ree cives. It 
is, however, fortunately easily settled. 
Let the Council itself collect the dues 
on all alike, It do so more 
economically than the Taotai, and, at 
east, will not lay itself open to the 
charge of dewandiug more than it can 






































fairly claim from the Chinese traders 
of the Settlement. The Community 
look to the Council, not to the Taotai, as 
the guardians of the Settlement, and 
are certainly not disposed to look with 
favour on any delegation to others of 
their duties. The other item to which 
we alluded was in its nature not liable 
toso many objections as the present 
method of collection of Wharfage Dues. 
We allude to the sum asked towards 
the cleaning out of the bed of the 
Soochow Creek. The Council was 
not, however, sufficiently explicit in 
its application, and moreover past mis- 
takes have left their impress. We 
have steadily opposed the principle of 
applying to the Chinese Authorities for 
assistance towards purely Mumecipal 
work, We deprecated at the time the 
asking of contributions towards re- 
pairing the Bridges across the Yang- 
king-pang, and pointed out at the time 
the results. ‘These results, as predicted, 
have in a great measure come true. 
‘The Taotai, any more than the Munici- 
pal Council, cannot see the “distinction 
between the two and, naturally, vexed 
at being called on to contribute to 
works in which he bas no interest, ob- 
jects toafford aid to others in which he 
has. ‘The Chinese, some years ago, spent 
alarge sum of money in deepening 
the bed of the Soochow Creek above 
the Settlement, and wore, we believe, 
anxious to carry on thework toits mouth. 
Owing to some want of understanding 
with the Council, the work was not 
dono. 
made, but apparently taken no notice of, 
and the work finished at the Stone 
Bridge. {t was evident that a work 
thus half done could be of little practical 
use, but for some reason the matter was 
allowed to slumber. Since that, affairs 
have foreed on tho Council the advis- 
ability of pressing for its completion, 
and the Taotai now declines to bear the 
cost. We do not know how the funds 
for the deepening of the Soochow 
Creek were in the first instance ob- 
tained, but we have little doubt that 
they have been long ago dissipated, 
and tho entire completion of the work 
duly reported. ‘The matter is a pro- 
vineial rather than a local one. It 
affects the Settlements in a less degree 
than it does the districts between 
Shanghai and Soochow, and therefore 
is a fair matter for arrangement with 
the Chinese Authorities. No great 
difficulty could be experienced in divid- 
ing the proportionate amount of con- 
tribution to be borne by the Council 
and the Chinese Government ; and had 
the former, when the opportunity 
offered, taken the matter in hand, 
the work would doubtless have been 
accomplished. If we mistake not, 
the cleaning out of the bed of the 
Creek was reported as completed 
in the Peking Gazette. The Taotai is, 
therefore, not unnaturally loth to 
undertake a work which would imply 
that that immaculate organ had been 
deceived, and for which funds would 
haye to be raised a second time.

ducted, it was seldom if ever possible to 
e up to this standard of collection ; 
still less to exceed the amonut prescribed. 
‘The collection of likin, on the contrary, 
in the province of Kiangeu, yields through 
the three head offices at Sovchow, Shang- 
hai, and Nanking, notwithstanding re- 
peated reductions applied during the last 
few years, a total revenue of something 
more than Tis. 2,000,000, or upwards - 
of three times the amount which the 
regulation revenue from the Custom- 
houses would provide. Thus the State 
in no loser, although the Custom-houses 
closed.’ Of course, if the Customs’ 
duties could be levied as well as the 
likin, it would be highly advantageous 
from a revenue point of view ; but the 
mercantile community, groaning under the 
burden of the likin tax now prevailing, are 
not a day without longing for measure 
with a view to its reduction, Since the 
memorialist acceded (a few months ago) 
to his present office, he has roceiv 
multitudes of petitions from the mercantile 
community, and despite his attempts at 
persuasion, they continue to besiege him 
unintermittingly with their appeals, Public

The truculent 
missives, teeming with invective, despatched 
‘gome three years ago by the Coreans to the 
Tapancse, were denied by Soyeshima, the then

We refer to the re-entry 
by the reversioner of lease of lands for a 
thousand years upon the expiration of the full 
term. This is a circumstance that could 
not have occurred in this country, for the 
very good reasov, among others, ‘that w 
are not old enough to render it possible, 
but also for the reason that among us 
the notion is quite prevalent that, when 
one has used another's property "for 
good while, it becomes his own. 
idea is at the bottom of all our anti-rent 
disturbances. The man who thinks there is 
nothing certain in law is quite apt also to 
think that, if he has for many years occupied 
a large farm belonging to another, for a rent 
‘which in the prolonged tenure of the oceu-- 
pancy has become ridicalonsly emall, the farm. 
ought to belong to him. Our national obliga 
tione, too, rest rather yur con 
fence, ‘Already there of our 
citizens who are seeking ways and means of 
repudiating our national debt of only ten or 
Gfteen years’ standing. It is, indeed, very 
difficult for us to realise the expiration of a 
thousand years’ lease.

‘The Anglo-Saxon race is the 
only race that uniformly keeps engagements 
and recognises the true idea of the law. And, 
strangest ofall, the law that governs this people 

































































and by virtue of which an.agreement is en- 
forced a thousand years after its execution, 
¢xiste bat io tradition, and is unwritten, 
Laws inscribed on stone and. brass have not 
teen potent enough to cause other nations to 
keep faith ; but here is a nation whose rale of 
action is omnipotent, although it exists but in 
the oral consent of the people. ..The codes of 
Alfred and Canute have pasted away ; but 

wwity and utility, the great principles on 
which all enduring law must be founded, 
survive and command our admiration and 
obedience. If the spirit of the great Saxon 
lawgiver takes any interest in the affairs of 
this world and of the people whom he regene- 
rated and blessed, we can faintly imagine the 
satisfaction and content with which he must 
view the fulfilment of an engagement made in 
his reigo, the result of the ideas of equity, 
utility, and good faith which be instilled into 
the minds of his subjects and stamped upon 
his laws, This incident should make us 
proud that we belong to Alfred’s race, and 
that we have succeeded to the possession of 
his laws. It should also. make us proud to 
belong to a profession whose ideal is so high, 
however far short we may come of it in prac- 
tical administration, and whose office is so 
useful and beneficent. And to those of us 
who are legislators it affords a significant 




















admonition that it is not all legislation that 
deserves to live a thousand years, and that 
we should accede, to boae which “might not 
usefully attain such a tenure of existence.

Groy Shirtings.—8}-Ibs.—Somo respectable transactions have taken place sinoo last mail day ; the leading ones being 7,000 pieces of 
Mendel’s Pillar at ‘ls. 1.68 per pizoe, 50,000 pieces Collie’s Lion sound and Mildewed at Tis. 1.71 proportion, and 10,000 pieves of 
Dewhurat’s Hayle at Tle, 1.90 per piece, Besides, Lie Bagle and the commoner grades have been taken up, whenever found, mostly at 
the old quotation of Tis, 1.65 per piece, ‘The Pillars, 15,000 pieces of the Lion, and the majority of the Lie Kagle class are bought for 
‘Taran, but it is just possible, now that the rates of freight to that country have been raised, the purchases may be resold on this market, 
‘The natives still offer for resale Dewhuret’s Red Pheasant at Tis. 1.70} a 1.70 with very little success. 7-Ibs, have been in continued 
request, Prices, however, have not changed, and, s0 only a small portion of the floating supplies expected—some of which have now 
arrived—has been sold. Importers, as a rule, have preferred to risk the market, rather than sell “to arrive” at aloss, A few G-lbs, 
cloths have changed hands at Tis. 1.25 a 1.29 per piece. Heavy Gool/s.—For Dewhurat's Eagle at Tle, 2.50 or vo there has been a sort of 
spasmodic enquiry, but no settlement, and there has been no movement whatever in the market for other chops, A Newchwang 
correepondent writes, under date 14th instant, that ‘The Chinese traders have returned from the third Corean fair of the year. ‘They 
apparently realised good prices for Manchester goods, but complain loudly of the squeezes to which they were subjected by both 
Chinese and Corean officials,” In reference to heavy Shirtings more particularly, ho states that Chineso ingenuity and decrit—by 
counterfeiting chops, and the passing off of common for best qualities—have disturbed the Corean confidence in the honesty of the 
manufacturers, But doubtless, the deception will sooner or later be discovered, when the genuine article will probably be placed in a 
better position that it has ever held before, 


White Shirtings, T-Cloths and Jeans.—The market for all continues lifeless, and the amount of business done is hardly sufficient to 
establish quotations. Common 7-Ibs. 7.-Cloths have been asked for occasionally, but buyers expect to get supplied—and their trifling 
wants have thus far been supplied—on easier terme than those ruling ten days ago. As for Aezicana and S-lbs., they are hardly 
anywhere.
